. GOVERNMENT RELIEF. 
When Mr. 8. Bedson went away 


from the scene of his duties as chief 


of the Transport service and supply 


department, he left instructions with 


Superintendent Gagnon of the N. 
W. M. Police Force to distribute 
among those whv were really in 
distress the supplies which were left 
over, and which it was infinitely 
better to dispose of in that way than 
to cart back again. This distribu- 
tion M. Gagnon made in the most 
impartial manner he knew how, 
referring applicants, personally un- 
known to himself, for certificates to 
local magistrates presumably ac- 
quainted with the true state of their 
circumstances, lest any should un- 
fairly obtain what was urgently 
required by the really needy. ‘The 
fact of this distribution having got 
about, has resulted in claims for 
relief being put in by many able 
bodied men, some of whom we are 
credibly informed when offered 
employment for themselves and 
teams refused it on the ground that 
“the Government would have to 
feed them any how.” To gentlemen 
of this class we wish to say a word 
ortwo, ‘To begin with the petition 
sent inte the Government by the 
enrolled farmers, was distinctly 
framed, agreeably to the expressed 
feeling of a largely attended public 
meeting, in a spirit rejecting charity 
but asking that some work might be 
given by means of which the neces. 
saries for themselves and families 
might be honourably earned. This 
is what we have since advocated, nor 
have we any reason to doubt that as 
far as the bulk of the manly and in- 
dependent spirited farmers of the dis- 
trict are concerned, this seemly spirit 
still obtains. It will therefore be a 
gross injustice to the many if in con-

That 
assistance will then be given, or 
rather that some general public 
work will be provided, we most sin- 
cerely hope, because we are aware 
that it is absolutely necessary. 
Witheut it the majority of the settlers 
will bein an evil plight, because 
owing to the late season at which 
some of them who retained a little 
seed grain were able to put in the 
{little which they hoped might fur- 
nish themselves and families with 
bread, and their teams with feed, 
the result of their small operations 
has been caught by the frost, and 
consequently with the exception of 
some potatoes, the growth of which 
nas been arrested, the district has 
produced absolutely nothing fos 
the support of its inhabitants. We 
have no fear but that if the true state 
of things ts represented to the autho- 
ries relief in some form will be af- 
forded, but the conduct of such men 
as referred to above, is the most 
likely thing to stand in the way of 
what is necessary being done. As 
to the preference of the large majo- 
rity for work instead of actual dole, 
we may only recall the fact that 
from what we knew of the spirit of 
the settlers here, we thought it nq 
cessary to explain to them last winter 
why they were perfectly justified in 
requesting and accepting seed grain 
for the farms which no one doubted 
would have been cultivated as usual 
last spring.

AGRICULTURE. 


The holding of the agricultural 
show seems to point to the present 
as a suitable time for devoting a 
little ateention to the subject of the 
farming of our diswict. ‘The total 
upset of all our arrangements in the 
spring, owing to which it was impos- 
sible to take advantages of the very 
favourable weather for putting in 
crops, accounts in the main for the 
destruction of what little was sown 
at a late date. It is idle however to 
disguise the fact that in any case a 
considerable quantity of what under 
ordinary circumstances would have 
been the last put down sowing of all 
who farm more than a few acres, 
must again this year have been 
caught by the frost before it had 
become sufficiently mature to escape 
material Gamage. ‘There is nothing 
to be gained by attempting to dis- 
guise a fact of this nature from our- 


course is to face the position fairly 
and to discover whether the matter 
is beyond control or not. We have 
no doubt from the experience of 
settlers who tell us that farming can 
be safely pursued now in parts of 
Manitoba where the same sort of

‘to be imported with regard to the 
particular grain best adapted to this 
climate, singularly little has been 
made the subject of experiment, and 
this is peculiarly a matter fos the 
consideration of an agricultural so- 
ciety. Speaking of experiment leads 
us to remark the absence of it with 
regard to in this country a matter of 
the last importance with the growing 
of Fall wheat. We certainly hear 
of an occasional and spasmodic 
attempt in this direction, but any- 
thing in the way of atrial upon a 
scale and under conditions com- 
mensurate with the importance of 
the issue, has yet to be attempted. 
However for years to come no ex- 
pectation of large quantities of wheat 
being successfully raised by indivi- 
duals can reasonably be entertained 
and we once more impress upon the 
farmers the absolute necessity for 
combining stock raising with that of 
grain. Our reason for reminding 
the settlers of this more particularly 
now, ts that when they receive pay- 
ment from the government for their 
losses during the rebellion they may 
be persuaded to invest some of it 
in what is absolutely essential to the 
success of a farmer, under present 
circumstances. Should there be 
any without the necessary funds to 
purchase anything costly they will 
find that a few sheep will before 
long afford a handsome profit.

To all to whom the presents may come, 


or whom the same may in anywise 
concern,-—GREBTING, 


HEREAS it is in and by the Act ef 

the Parliament of ro d in 
the forty-seveuth year of Her Majesty's 
Reign, chaptered twenty-seven and inti- 
tuled ‘An Act further to amend the In- 
dian Act, 1880,” amongst other things in 
effect enacted, that the Superintendent 
General of Indian Affairs may, when he 
considers it in the public interest to do 
eo, prohibit, by public notice to that 
effect, the sale, git or disposal, to any 
Indian in the Province of Manitoba or in 
any thereof, or in the North-West 
Territories or in any ont thereof, of any 
fixed ammunition or ball cartridge ; and 
every pereon who after such notice with- 
out the permission in writing of the Su- 
periniondeons General, sells or gives, or, 
Q any other manner, conveys to any 
Indian in the section of country thus 
prohibited any fixed ammunition or ball 
cartridge, shall incur a penalty of not 
more than two hundred dollars, or shall 
be liable to imprisonment for a term of 
not more than siz months or to both fine 
jand imprisonment within the limits 
aforesaid at the discretion of the Court 
before which the conviction is had :
